The action came in a brief order 
throwing out an appeal filed by 
Herman Hoffman, of New York 
City, and the New York County 
Criminal Courts Bar Association 
Hoffman is president of the Asso- 
ciation. 
The order was announced with- 


out the customary arguments on 
such appeals.

contended wiretapping as carried 
out in New York State violates 
the civil rights guarantees of the 
constitution and the Federal Com- 
munication Act. 
They appealed from a decision 
by a special three-judge U. S. 
District Court in New York City. 
The special court rejected their 
complaint on the ground 
they 


failed to present an actual contro- 
versy on which It had authority 
to act.

Southerners Confident They Can Beat 
Attempt At Cloture On FEPC Measure

Southerners said today they 
can 
beat an expected administration at- 
tempt this week to curb senate de- 
bate on a Truman civil rights pro- 
posal. 


Majority leader Lucas (D-I11) has 


told the senate that he will make 
the test Friday in an effort to push 
through the controversial Fair Em- 
ployment 
Practices 
Commission 
(FEPC) bill. 


Senator Russell (D-Ga ), floor 
general for Southerners battling 
the measure, told a reporter: 
"I don't think It's possible for 
them to get 64 senators to Invoke 
a gag rule this week." 
Under a rule adopted by the sen- 
ate last vear 64 senators, or two- 
thirds of the entire membership 
of 96, can limit debate and 
this 


force a vote on any issue. This is 
calk 1 cloture. 
Senator Lucas told a civil rights 


panel in Chicago that he had not 
given up 
hope of 
passing 
the 
FEPC bill although he is 
"not 
overoptimistic." 


The FEPC measure Is one part 
of 
President 
Truman'* 
civil 


rights promises of the 1948 elec- 
tion. It would set up a federal 
commission with broad powers 
to prevent discrimination 
be- 
cause of race, creed or color. 
Russell's forecast of defeat was 
made after a check of all senators 
by both camps in the battle that 
started a week ago. Because this 
is an election year many senators 
are away campaigning. 
Senator Taft (R-Ohio) has said 


30 to 35 of the 42 GOP lawmakers 
will vote for cloture. If only 30 of 
them do. that would mean Lucas 
would have to pick up 34 of the 54 
Democratic voter in the senate. If 
35 of them do, Lucas would need 
29 Democrats on his side. 
Senator Russell always can count 


upon more than 20 votes of sena- 
tors from Southern and 
Border 
states. With absentee and a few 
recruits he will win. 
While the senate battles over civ- 


il rights and its rules, the

set aside the first two days of the 
week for action on minor bills.

The Academy is a private organ- 
zation founded in Philadelphia in 
1889 as a discussion forum. 


The May issues of the 'annals, 
released recently, listed these main 
conclusions:

Mississippi Valley, bringing freezing 
temperatures to the Lake Superior 
drea. Frosts were forecast as pos- 
sible over much of Wisconsin and 
portions of Michigan tonight. 
About one-fifth of the popula- 


tion of. greater Winnipeg had fled. 
Canadian officials said the evacu- 
ation, mainly of women and chil- 
dren, would be speeded up to ease 
the problem of supplying food 
and utility services to flood-fight- 
ers in the city. 
The swollen Red River already 
has inundated six square miles of 
Winnipeg and the suburban areas. 
It held fairly steady Sunday at 30.2 
feet, 12 feet above flood level. The 
flood crest is expected Tuesday. 
Texas wind damage was heaviest 
at Sarita, a village which serves 
the big Kenedy ranch. Also hit hard 
were Riviera and Ricardo, north of 
Sarita. 


Jake Trussell, Kingsville newspa- 
per editor, said the winds must 
have been hitting 90 miles an hour 
at Sarita. 


Mrs. Maria Z. Garcia, 15, was kill-

Inonu, who had been presidenl 
since 1938. had boon expected 
to

row margin. But today the Demo- 
creats claimed that even nine cab- 
inet ministers had gone down in 
defeat. 


If his party actually has lost 
Inonu is out as president since the 
Turkish system makes the presi- 
dential term Identical with the life 
of 
the assembly. In this, it 
is 


somewhat 
similar to the British 
system, which the prime minister 
mus1-. retain control of parliament 
to keep his job. 


Whatever the outcome, Turkey's 


foreign policy is expected to 
re- 


main the same, with the country 
solidly on her opposition to Russia 
and her allegiance to the west.

Possible Lead To Drug Treatment 
Of Most Prevalent Influenza Cited

BALTIMORE, 
May 
15.'—UP)—A 


possible lead towards a drug treat- 
ment for the most prevalent type 
of human influenza and a costly 
disease of chickens was described 
today to the Society of American 
Bacteriologists. 
A California scientist reported 
that a substance derived from a 
microbe found in hay proved ca- 
pable—in laboratory experiments 
—of destroying viruses of human 
influenza "a" and of newcastle 
disease, a serious malady of chic- 
kens. 
Influenza "a" Is the commonest 


of all known 'flu' types. At pres- 
ent, there is no specific drug treat- 
ment for it or for any other type 
of 'flu.' 
Neither is there a drug 


weapon against Newcastle disease 
once it develops. 
Dr. A. J. Salle of the University 


of California at Los Angeles em- 
phasized that his experiments have 
been limited to the trials on viruses 
of both diseases purposely made 
to grow in hatching hen's eggs. 


There have been no experiments 


so far on virus-infected animals— 
a necessary 
preliminary to any 


thought of human application in 
the case of influenza. 


But Dr. Salle said the work con- 
stituted a forward step In that It 
market the first time that any 
substance had been able to de- 
stroy viruses of .these types In a 
developing chick embryo without 
killing the embryo Itself. 
Other scientists at the Golden 


Jubilee meeting of the bacteriolo- 
gists said the work had this fur- 
ther significance: 


Up to now, germs of the "virus"

meeting of the Polish Communist 
party central committee. 
Com- 


plaints ranged from mismanage- 
ment of public affairs to failure to 
obey party directives. 


Soviet influence in Poland was 


believed strengthened by the ap- 
pointment to the party's ruling po^ 
Htburo of Marshal Konstantln Ro 
kossovsky, a former Rurrlkn army 
commander who now , bosses Po- 
land's army. Another politburo ap- 
pointee was Zenon Nowak, a veter- 
an Communist believed to be head- 
ing the drive to rid the party of 
Polish Communists who dislike dic- 
tation from Moscow. 


Political observers here believe 
the Polish shake-up is following 
the pattern established in such oth- 
er satellite states as Czechoslovak- 
la, Romania, Hungary and Bul- 
garia. The purges aim at: 


1. Tightening of party discipline 


over government ministers and oth- 
er party members. 


2. Speeding of communication of 
the satellite countries. 


3. Intensification of attacks for 


political purposes on the Western 
world.

dependence from the 13 original 
states—replicas of the liberty bell 
will be fallen to all 48 states and 
the District of Columbia. 
These bells—cast in France just 
as was the 
original—will carry 
the slogan "Save For Your Inde- 
pendence.

Jossun and Lattimore in an address 
prepared for the Diamond Jubilee 
Convention of the Sons of the 
American Revolution. 


Lattimore is a Johns Hopkins 


University professor and specialist 
on the Far East, who has been 
an occasional consultant to the 
'State Department. 


McCarthy has concentrated much 


of his fire on Lattimore in con- 
tending that the Stat? Denartment 
harbors Communists and Red sym- 
pathizers. 


Lattimore has denied he Is a 


Communist or a sympathizer. 


Acheson and former Secretar- 
ies of Stato have declared also 
that Lattimore was not the au- 
thor of American policies In the 
Far East. 


McCarthy said In his prepared 
speech that the strategy of the 
Acheson-Lattimore a-:ls In Asia 
Is that "of hitting Communists 
at the front door with a silk 
handkerchief 
while they 
beat 
the brains out of your friends at 
the back door." 
He said it was "masterminded" 


by Lattimore and "Mr. Acheson has 
bought it and applied it to the 
entire Far East."

Hopes For Peace 
In Rail Strike 
Appear Dimmer 


CHICAGO, May 15—(^—Picket- 
ing was spreading in the nation's 
Railroad 
Firemen's 
strike today . 
and hopes for peace grew dimmer. 
The strike went into its sixth 


day with pickets halting or at- 
tempting to halt rail operations 
in widely separated areas of the 
nation. 
Effects of the walkout 
were spreading. 


Representatives of the National 
(Railway) Mediation Board held 
separate conferences throughout 
Sunday with railroad officials 
and heads of the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
glnemen, who struck to enforce 
a demand for a second fireman 
on multiple unit Diesel locomo- 
tives. 
The conferences broke up around 
11 p. m. Sunday night and Lever- 
ctt Edwards, a member of the 
Board, said "It looks bad." 


Earlier in the evening, It had 
appeared that the mediators might 
be making some progress in their 
effort to halt the strike of more 
than 18,000 firemen which began 
last Wednesday. But at 11 p. m. 
Edwards said these negotiations 
were "derailed" for the moment. He 
declined to give details. 


Asked 
if any meetings 
were 


scheduled for todav, Edwards re- 
plied that "we haven't planned 
any talks vet, but I hope there will 
be 
some." 


In 
thp south, meanwhile, a 


Union official clalmort that every 
'mportnnt sec'or of fie 8,000-mile 
Southern Ralhvav Svstem had 
been tied up nr crlpntad by the 
walkout of 1 ?00 more firemen 
and englnemcn. 
L. B. Johnson, southern general 
chairman for the Union, said train- 
men from seven new divisions had 
t'een called out since Friday. 


He asserted that Southern op- 
irations in strategic areas are 
"practically shut down" and that 
every one of the far flung system's 
some 27 divisions was affected. 


Elston Doubts If Russians Will Ever 
Be Able To Launch Attack On U. S. 


WASHINGTON, 'May 
15.—UP)— 
Rep. Elston (R-Ohio) said today 
ne doesn't believe Russia ever will 
be able to launch a mass atomic 
attack on the United States. 


Elston Is a member of the Senate- 
House atomic energy committee. 


Ho said he doesn't believe eith- 
er the Soviet Union or this coun- 
try would be eager to drop t{>0 
first a-bomb In event of war. An 
atomic attack 
on the 
United 
States would be a suicide mis- 
sion, he said, and the Russians 
know It. 
"If the Russians thought they 


could win a quick war in a matter 
of days by sending wave after wave 
of planes at us with atom bombs in 
a sneak attack, I have no doubt 
they would do so," he told a re- 
porter. 


"But I don't believe Russia is, or 
ever will be, prepared to deliver a 
substantial load of atom bomba on 
argets In this country at one time." 
Elston said he believes the Rus- 


ilans "probably recognize the truth 
of this," and therefore would hesi- 
ate to invite retaliatory a-bombing 


by a power that might be capable 
fo inflicting more punishment. 


On the other hand, he said, the 
United States views its a-bombs 
only as insurance against attacks 
on this country. 
"Interception, of course, Is the 
best defense against an 
atom 
bomb air raid," 
Elston 
said. 


"We don't have all the Intercep- 
tion power we want, but what we 
have is very good. An enemy raid 
would be a suicide mission. 
He said Cosgress is moving to 


strengthen these defenses, and "by 
the time the Russians have in- 
creased their supply of atom bombs, 
we'll be stronger, too." 
Elston recently said the United 
States has learned how Russian 
atom bombs are manufactured, and 
that the Soviets are no farther ad- 
caneed toward creating a hydrogen 
bomb than this country. 


He also contends that there has 


been "too much hysteria" about 
a-bombs and h-bombs. He said he 
considers It would be quite a task 
for any country to beat another one 
to pieces with bombs that at 
best 


have a damage radius of 10 miles.

class have proved virtually Invul- 
nerable to all drugs—even the -won- 
der drugs like penicillin. 
A few of the largest-sized viruses 


—such as the one that causes so- 
called 
"parrot 
fever"—can 
be 


knocked off. 
But scientists haven't gotten to 
first base in finding drugs against 
medium-sized viruses, like that of 
'flu', or against real tiny viruses 
like those that cause such great 
plagues as Infantile paralysis. 


Now, 
for the first time, Dr. Salle 
has apparently found a dent in the 
armor of two medium-sized viruses. 


If his experiments with chick 


embryos can be repeated in experi- 
mental animals, there might then 
be hope of practical application. 
Also, hope would be advanced of 
attacking other stubborn viruses. 


The substance used in the tests 


Is called "subtlllin." It is an ex- 
tract of a particular strain of "ba- 
cillus subtilis"—a microbe that is 
found in hay. 


Subtilin is classed medically as 
an "antibiotic"—that is, a substance 
produced by a living organism and 
then used to combat other living 
organisms. 


As with penicillin and strepto- 
mycin, which are derived from 
molds, It's a case of bug-fights-bug.

The ministers said in a commu- 
nique: 


'In view of the continued refus- 
al of the Soviet government to 
permit Inhabitants of their zone 
of occupation to rejoin their fel- 
low countrymen In a Democratic 
and unified Germany, it has not 
been possible, and will not bo as 
long as this Soviet policy per- 
sists, to proceed to conclusion of 
a treaty of peace with Germany." 
The big three made clear, how- 
ever. that western Germany will be 
fully Integrated into western Euro- 
pe and gradually freed of controls 
to the maximum possible under the 
occupation regime. 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer and 
other west German leaders in Bohn 
declared themselves satisfied with 
the outcome of the big three talks 
and hailed the declaration af a step 
toward growing self-government in 
Germany. 


Observers felt the big three stress 


on the defense mission of 
allied 
troops in western Germany mav 
have a significant bearing 'on the 
Atlantic pact nation talks coming 
up today. 


There have been 
reports that 
consideration may be given to en- 
larging Atlantic pact into a western 
defense and economic organization 
to inc ude, not only Germany, but 
possibly Sweden, Turkey and' other 
nations as well. 


Other reports said a new Su- 
preme western defense command 
may be placed under an Ameri- 
can 
presumably Gen. 
Omar 
Bradley, present chairman 
of 
the U. S. joint chiefs of 
staff. 


Such a command would replace 
the present five-nation Brussels 
pact defense organization headed 
by British Field Marshal 
Lord 
Montgomery, 
The speed with which the con- 
trols now placed on Germany are 
lifted will depend on the co-opera- 
tion of the Bonn regime, the dec- 
laration said. It also will depend 
on the progress of the German peo- 
ple toward "true Democracy" and 
« M^'SM4? Whlch the AI1'ies are 
satisfied their own security is safe- 
guarded. 


As a result of the conference the 
big three were reported by inform- 
ed sources as agreeing on 
these 
points: 


1. Speed up of the west German 
government's control of its for- 
eign affairs by participation in the 
council of Europe. 


2. Extensiln of German control 
over internal legislation. 


3. Give the Germans more lee- 
way In shipbuilding. 


Outside the conference the min- 
isters were reported in agreement 
on lifting the ban on foreign 
in- 
vestments in Germany and relaxa- 
tion of the state department's black 
list of Items which cannot be ship- 
ped to eastern Europe. Thua aid- 
Ing east-west trade.

study of the assortedly new cir- 
cumstances, including the ques- 
tion of whether the unions Involv- 
ed still represented a majority of 
tho workers. 
Justice Clark delivered the high 
court's majority opinions today, re- 
versing the circuit court In. both 
cases. 
Chief Justice Vinson and 
Justices Black, Reed, Douglas, Bur- 
ton and Minton agreed with Clark. 
Justice Frankfurter wrote a dis- 


senting aplnion in which Justice 
Jackson Joined. 
The board's order against Mexia 
was issued in 1948, directing it to 
bargain with the CIO textile work- 
ers.In the Pool case, the order was 
issued in 1946. It directed the firm 
to bargain with the AFL United 
Garment Workers. 
Neither company complied but 


the cases were not taken to circuit 
court until 1949. 
In the two decisions today the 
circuit court was told to direct 
that the NLRB orders be enforc- 
ed unless both companies could 
show "extraodrlnary circumstan- 
ces" had justified them in falling 
to present their objections to the 
board Itself. 
In the Mcxia case Clark said that 
to permit an employer to claim a 
reduction in union membership in 
opposing an NLRB enforcement or- 
der "subverts" to the mandate of 
the labor laws. Clark added: 
"The authority to raise the ques- 
tion Is vested exclusively in rival, 
unions, Mexia made no claim that 
a rival union had petitioned the 
board for decertification of the 
CIO union." 


The decision in the Pool case was 


based largely on the ruling in the 
Mcxia case. Clark commented fur- 
ther that the fact the labor board 
waited two and one half years be- 
fore it sought enforcement of its 
order did not justify the circuit 
court's action. 


Clark in his majority opinions 
made no direct reference to Perl- 
man's complaint of bias in the cir- 
cuit court. 


But Justice Frankfurter's dissent 


did. Frankfurter said that the Su- 
preme Court "by attributing to the 
court of appeals an abusive exer- 
cise of discretion when the record 
may fairly be otherwise interpre- 
ted," was "not only needlessly re- 
buking the circuit court," but was 
taking' action—calculated to chill 
other judges in exercising with ut- 
ter freedom a discretion which we 
have heretofore pronounced they 
possess."

McCarthy also made a passing 


refrence to the Senate speech last 
week by Senator Chavez (D-NM). 
who said that Louis Budcnz, ex- 
Communist editor, was a liar. 


Budenz testified before a Senate 
Foreign Relations Sub-Committee 
that party leaders told him Latti- 
more was a member of a Commun- 
ist coll. The Senate group is in- 
vestigating McCarthy's charges of 
subversives in the State Depart- 
ment. 
Denials that the;- ever told Bu- 
denz any such thing about Lattl- 
more have come from some of the 
Communist leaders. 
McCarthy said of Chavez' speech: 
"Chavez was supported on the 
Senate floor in his attack on 
Louis Budenz by the adminis- 
tration leader, Senator Lucas 
(HI.), and the chairman of the 
Investigating committee, Senator 
Tydings. 
"Obviously, 
\n 
this 
rugged 
fight, the Kremlin Is reaching 
Into high places for dupes to 
spew Its malignant smear." 
McCarthy said the fight in which 
he now is engaged is the roughest, 
he has ever been in, "and It has 
only started." 
"As we cut nearer to the quick 


and more seriously threaten the 
nlans of those traitors to America, 
the squealing will become louder 
and the fight will become tougher." 
he asserted. 
McCarthy prefaced his latest at- 
tack on Acheson, Lattimore and 
Jessup by saying that Generalissi- 
mo Joseph Stalin of Russia intend- 
ed to turn. the Pacific ocean into 
a "red lake." 
But before this can be done, he 
said, it is necessarv to conquer the 
Chinese Nationalists who have now 
been driven off the mainland and 
are making a last-ditch stand on 
Formosa. 
"The Communists have officially 
declared that the total destruction 
—the moppinp- up of those anti- 
Communist forces on the Island of 
Formosa Is the number one plank 
In t>cir platform." he said. 
"And, Incidentally, as you 


know, this Is tho number one 
plank in. the written platform 
of the stnto department advis- 
or; its architect of our Far East- 
ern policy, Owen Lattunore." 
McCarthy criticized the adminis- 


tration for not sending aid to For- 
mosa while announcing plans to 
send aid to French-controlled Indo- 
China. 


Acheson has been a McCarthy 
target ever since the senator first 
charged last February that the 
State Department is harboring a 
lot 
of 
Communists and 
fellow 


travelers. Acheson has termed Mc- 
Carthy's 
accusations "mad and 


vicious." 


McCarthy has charged that Lat- 


timore is Russia's head spy In 
this country. Lattimore, Far East- 
ern affairs specialist and occa- 
sional consultant to the State De- 
partment, retorted under oath that 
McCarthy was a liar. Lattimore 
also denied sworn testimony that 
he was a Communist. 


The State Department took new 
issue with McCarthy Sunday night 
in a statement issued by Assistant 
Secretary Edward W. Barrett It 
dealt point by point with what 
Barrett called "some of the inac- 
uracies" in McCarthy's April 20 
speech to the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors. 


(McCarthy promptly challenged 
the Barrett statement, saying it 
"contains at least several glaring 
and apparently deliberate misstate- 
ments of fact and a number of de- 
ceitful 
attempts 
to play 
upon 


words." 


McCarthy has described his No. 


2 case as that of an American ei> 
vo" to Europe—he called the man 
a " foreign 
agent—who 
allegedly 


slipped secret government docu- 
ments to a Russian spy.

Although McCarthy has not put the 


envoy's name on the public record, 
he is reported to '-fe. John Carter 
Vincent, career diplomat who now 
is Minister to Switezrland.

WHO KNOWS -- IT MAY PAY OFF ! 


STAND-BY DRAFT 


Afte^r sitting on it for 


months, the House Armed 
Services Committee has put 
its stamp of approval on leg- 
islation which would keep 
the military draft in exist- 
ence, but carefully prevent 
any use of it. The draft law 
would be extended for two 
years, but could not be em- 
ployed 
without 
specific 


agreement of both houses of 
Congress as to the existence 
of * 
national emergency. 


This seems to reflect a cer- 
tain lack of confidence in the 
good judgment of the Presi- 
dent and his military execu- 


seen during the war, when 
the new title "top secret" 
was created because docu- 
ments market -"secret" had 
become so commonplace that 
military officials were afraid 
to trust in the effectiveness 
of that label. Now "top se- 
cret" has become almost 
equally dubious. The 
em- 


barrassing State Department 
incident was a result of the 
same thing. Files become so 
cluttered with secret docu- 
ments that it is a superhu- 
man task to keep track of 
the relative importance of 
secrecy in individual cases, 
and to know which ones 
have been disclosed. 


An overabundance of of- 


ficial secrets -also under- 
mines public confidence in 
the government. The suspi- 
cion arises more and more 
frequently that officials put 
the clamp of secrecy on their 
files not because the national 
interest requires it but to 
protect themselves from the 
discovery of blundering, in- 
compentency or corruption. 
This suspicion may not often 
be justified, but how is it to 
be allayed? The 
nation 


would be much better off 
with fewer secrets, 
and 


those better kept. 


GAMBLING 
INQUIRY 


This proposed 
measure 


would keep the draft ma- 
chinery intact, however, and 
that is the primary necessity 
at this time. The shackles on 
its employment, are less im- 
portant in fact than in the- 
ory, since it is hardly likely 
that they would cause any 
significant delay in putting 
the draft to use in the event 
of real need. 


The restriction is a token 


concession, 
without much 


meaning, to those who raise 
objections to the 
military 


draft 
on emotional rather 
than reasoned grounds. 
It 


does not, of course, meet the 
arguments of those who op- 
pose conscription as a mat- 
ter of principle. 


CRIME INVESTIGATION 


The Senate has decided to 


go ahead with its much-dls- 
c u s s e d investigation 
of 


crime. The expenditure au- 
thorized is three times the 
original proposed cost, so 
the investigators should not 
ae hampered by financial 
worries. 
The scheduled in- 


quiry has great possibilities 
for either good or ill; which 
will result depends on the 
true aims of the investiga- 
tors. 


TOO MUCH SECRECY 
There is almost, but not 


quite, »n element of humor 
in the matter of the Senate 
Investigating committee and 
the.State Department loyal- 
ty files. After refusal to yield 
the files was made an issue 
and carried to the President, 
it was discovered that the 
files in question had been 
made available for four sep- 
arate committees four years 
ago. Someone 
must have 


been a little sheepish about 
it. Yet the incident is not 
quite funny because it is a 
eymptom of deep-seated af- 
fliction of American govern- 
ment—-too much secrecy. 


If this investigation is to 


be made a political affair by 
which the majority members 
create a diversion, the mi- 
nority 
members hunt for 


scandals with which to em- 
barrass the administration, 
and their chairman achieves 
personal fame, then the re- 
sult can hardly be anything 
but political 
mud-slinging 


and ballyhoo. If the probe is 
bo be directed toward learn- 
ing whether 
federal 
laws 


could be designed more ef- 
fectively for use 
against 


crime syndicates and crim- 
inal links with the political 
world, and to learn why 
shortcomings exist 
in 
en- 


forcement of present 
laws 


and how enforcement can be 
improved, then the field for 
good and needed 
work is 


limitless. 


The senators named to 


conduct 
the 
investigation 


have a 
chance to 
make 


themselves known as fear- 
less exposers 
of 
festering 
sores on the body 
politic, 


which everybody knows are 
there, anyway. Or they can 
accept less obvious recogni- 
tion as earnest, hard-work-

Reed deflated one stuffed 
shirt with the dry observa- 
tion: "Every time the gentle- 
man opens his mouth, he 
subtracts something 
from 


the sum total of human 
knowledge."

RUSSIAN PRESS 


The 
four-page 
Russian 


newspapers devote only one 
page to news of the outside 
world, according to a report 
from Moscow. 


The rest of the paper is 


devoted to domesic news, 
classified as economic, cul- 
tural and political. The eco- 
nomic news items discuss 
farm work, comparing pro- 
gress in different sections 
and urging greater accom- 
plishment on those who are 
falling behind in production. 
Industrial production is spur- 
red on by competitions to be 
judged on May Day. Liter- 
ary and dramatic criticism is 
confined to spotting any so- 
called false ideologies. Polit- 
ical news consists largely of 
reports from party organi- 
zations. 


The reaction of an Amer- 


ican reader to such a news- 
paper would be one of ex- 
treme boredom. The life and 
color, the everyday drama, 
the world-covering interna- 
tional news, and the folksy 
human interest stories of the 
American press are a testi- 
money to the exciting quality 
of life in a free country. 
Quite aside from its restric- 
tive quality, life in Russia as 
seen from its 
newspapers 


looks dull indeed. 


0 THE EMPLOYMENT 


LEVEL 


Some bad cases of busi- 


ness jitters, evident after the 
February-report on employ- 
ment by,the Census Bureau, 
now seem to have evaporat- 
ed under the innfluence of 
the March and April reports. 
In February the number of 
unemployed was 
reported 


near the pre-war years. In 
April the number at work 
was two thousand short of 
sixty million, and the num- 
ber of unemployed was more 
than a million less than in 
February. Both figures in 
the April report indicated a 
very 
healthy 
employment 


situation. 


There were both some 


n o i s y manifestations 
in 


Washington and some very 
real uneasiness in parts of 
the nation because of the 
high unemployment figure 
reported in February. Now 
that these have been dispell- 
ed, it might be well to give 


a sober second thought to 
these monthly employmen 
reports and their signific 
ance. They are part of an ex 
tensive and not always con 
sistent welter of statistics 
emanating regularly from 
various government bureaus 
The figures in these monthly 
employment reports are no 
exact, they are not the resul 
of an actual count of 
the 


people at work and the 
people looking for work a: 
a given moment. They are 
estimates, based on survey 
samples. The sampling.pro 
cess may at times be amaz- 
ingly accurate in interprets 
tions, and may at times be 
equally inaccurate. Remem- 
ber 1948? 


The monthly Census Bu- 


reau" employment report is 
an economic guide post 
which is valuable to aleri 
business people along with 
the cost of living index by 
the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, the 
business activity 


charts of the Federal Re- 
serve System, and 
others.

?uide posts. They are not

NEW YORK—<£•>—There is a 
way to break up the nationwide 
gambling ring. 
The American hosewife can do it. 
She can succeed where the cops 
and politicians seem to have failed. 
And she can make a mint ot pin 
money for herself in doing it, too. 
How? Well, my theory is simple. 
It is based on taking the gambling 
out of gambling. You can't beat 
the horses, girls, but there is a 
'possible way to beat the bookies. 
And if you can beat the bookies— 
you can break up organized illegal 
gambling. 
One Girl Shows Way 


A suburban housewife here has 
shown the way to do it. Under the 
law you can sue to recover money 
paid to settle gambling debts. And 
that's just what Mrs. Hannah S. 
Kartiganer did. She sued Jules H. 
Bender for $11,195 she claimed her 
huband lost to him in horse race 
bets three years ago. And a gen- 
tlemanly jury of eleven men and 
one woman returned a verdict in 
her favor. 


Although Bender insitcd he him- 
self was no bookmaker but a 
businessman, the decision disclosed 
a fascinating %vay in which deter- 
mined ladies might put the knuckle 
on men who, beyond cavil, are 
professional bookies. 
Here, for example, is one possi- 
bility: 


A group of 100 housewives, out- 
raged because their husbands keep 
bringing-home paychecks full of 
gambling holes, hold a rummage 
sale and an ice cream social. They 
raise $1,000. 
Three of the girls take the 
$1,000 to the biggest boogie in 
town and lay in on the nose for 
Plug Ugly, a 100-to-l shot, to win 
in the fifth. If lightning should 
strike Plug Ugly and he comes in 
ahead, each of the 100 gals collects 
31,000—enough for i' fur coat. And 
the bookie has a broken heart. 
The next day the gals put $5,000 


on Sadfoot, another 100-to-l hoofer, 
to breeze through in the fourth. 
If he loses, the girls promptly file 
suit against the bookie. And if all 
100 of the women show up in 
court with their 275 children, In 
rags, won't the jury make the 
bookie hand back the $5,000? 


Bookie Commits Suicide 


So the next day the girls, maybe 
working through a couple of male 
stooges this time, bet the $5,000 on 
still another 100-to-l shot. If he 
leads the field to the wire, they 
collect a half million bucks—or 
the bookie commits suicide. 
If 
their horse loses, they haul the 
bookie right back into court. 
This "break the bookies" program 


could sweep the ladies' cubs of 
the nation like wildfire. It has 
two things women love: (1), a mor- 
al purpose, and (2) a chance to 
make some money. 
The only flaw I can see In the 


whole scheme Is that women, after 
all, are human beings, too—In their 
way. When they start playing the 
horses they act just like men. They 
brag about their winnings and hide 
their losses. And before long they'd 
be secretly betting against each 
other, and It would be the bookies' 
wives who'd be buying the fur 
coats.

Moves Underground Slowly 


"Underground, in tho water sands, 
t moves slowly—in a southeaster- 
y direction—at the rate of 200 feet 
L year.

lere now probably fell as rain in 
New Mexico or in Bailey and Lamb 
counties hundreds of years ago. 
"So if it didn't rain for a thous- 
and years, the water already In the 
ground and now moving 
toward 


Lubbock would still take care of 
us. It's nice to think about it." 
"But what about some of 
the 


deep Irrigation wells that have quit 
producing water, Mr. Howard." 
'That cart be due to 
a 
faulty 
structure—or to a thin layer of wa- 
:er sand—or perhaps the dry well 
Is at the edge of an underground 
water basin. There's plenty of wa- 
ter. About 14.500 irrigation 
wells 


In 14 counties of the North 
and 


South Plains are proving it every 
day. The level of the underground 
water supply is up over last year. 
And I predict it will be even high- 
er next year."

new address now and date the 
change "June, 1950."

"When the entire family plans a 
landscaping 
project," 
she 
said, 


"each member more than likely 
will get shovels and start digging." 


As 
agricultural 
workers,

develop more leadership among 
the rural peoples. The strength 
of a community lies in the peo- 
ples' working together." 


Throughout the showing of the 


slides, the former Henderson Coun- 
ty Home Demonstration Agent 
cited, efficiency steps taken to less- 
en the burdens on housewives. For 
example, there was the child's lit- 
tle wagon beside the clothes line, 
used to carry clothes. 


A simple cattle guaard saves 
countless time, wasted in opening 
and shutting gates. 
Homes shown had ample clos- 


ets', kitchen cabinet and pantry 
space.
